From Governor Gaspar de Por- 
tola, who first sought Monterey 
Bay with father Junipero Serra, on 
down the years to Dr: Robert Sem- 
ple, giant Californian, and first con- 
stitutional president, history has 
been mad in these buildings. 

From 1769 to 1823, Monterey, the 
capital of California, saw nine Mexi- 
ean governors. Others followed in 
rapid succession, and in 1844. Gov- 
ernor Manuel Michaltorena left it 
hurriedly in face of a revolution. 

The United States had kept a 
jealous watch over California since 
the Lewis and Clark expedition of 
1804-1806. President Jackson tried

July 7, 1846, California 
was annexed to the United States. 

Three years later, in the spring 
of 1849, California, neither a state 
ner an organized territory, was still 
under military rule. General Ben- 
nett Riley, Leting governor of Cali- 
fornia, took matters in his own 
hands and called an election of dele 
gates to a general convention at 
Monterey for August 1, 1849. 

September 3. 1849, the 48 consti- 
tutional delegates assembled in the 
‘upper story of Coitun Hall.
